rescinded. The President of the United 
States has no right to change the laws of 
the land, and when he tries to do it the 
nation has the right to stand by the law, 
instead of by the administration's policy. 

You will find that Mr. Carlisle, in dis- 
cussing this subject before the Committee 
on Appropriations on the 2ist of January, 
1895, said that if the Executive officers had 
in the beginning exercised the right to pay 
in either coin it would have done no harm, 
but would have worked well, but his con- 
tention was that, having established a 
precedent, it would be necessary to follow 
that precedent, instead of exercising the 
right. to pay in either gold or silver. We 
say that if the administration has surren- 
dered the rights that the people have, the 
sooner another administration resumes 
those rights the better for the people who 
have been injured by the surrender of the 
rights.

A PANIC WIS PLANNED. 


Changed Its Plans Because Votes 
Were to Be Lost.

NEW YORK, Oct, 31.—Developments of 
the past few days in the money market 
here bre full of sigiificance to the Ameri- 
ean people. The unscrupulous methods of 
Wall street were never better illustrated. 
It can be-stated that the pegs were all set 
for a panic and the preliminary steps were 
taken Thursday when money was run up 
to 100 per cent on call without any apparent 


reason. The fact that the panic did not 


develop was due to Mark Hanna, who 
had political sagacity enough to see ruin

After the close of business Thursday, tele- 
grams were sent to Chairman Hanna and 
other members of the Republican National 
Committee, informing them of the situation.

What is to become of the business of the 
country, they ask, if a political magnate 
can issue an order from Chicago to the 
Wall street financiers and put the money 
rate either up or down and precipitate a 
panic or shut one off as may seem best to 
his judgment for the interests of his party? 
If it had suited Hanna’s purposes, does 
anyone doubt that the scheme would have 
gone through, and that the country would 
have been plunged into utter dismay and 
ruin, and this without any other cause than 
the determination of a coterie of wealthy 
men here to dominate the finances of the 
United States without regard to results 
to the people? The danger has temporarily 
passed, but an object lesson has been 
given the American people which it will 
well behoove them to remember on elec- 
tion day.

No doubt they are all for 
honest money, but greatly differ in their 
opinion as to what that sentiment, —— 
in two short words, sound money, means. 
The so-called gold, or sound money men, 
are to-day posing upon @ very divided 
foundation. They contend that it is the 
value of the gold metal contained in the 
gold dolNar which makes it worth the dol- 
lar, regardless of the fact that the present 
cost of production of that quantity of metal 
is less than 50 cents, but on the other hand 
‘admit that the bullion value of our present 
silver dollar, being sixteen times as much in 
weight, is worth also 60 cents; inferentially 
admitting that it requires, to make either 
gold or silver metal contained in the pres- 
ent dollars, at least 50 cents of confidence, 
consent, wind, water or anything else you 
may want to call it, to make either of them 
a real dollar. It is a well kown fact that 
they are satisfied that such inflation shall be 
tolerated in gold, but are for selfish reasons 
opposed to allowing silver or any other ar- 
ticle to be inflated at the same rate. 
There ought to be no question in the mind 
of any thinking man that if, by legislation, 
this same amount of inflation over actual 
metal value be reintroduced into silver, 
that thereby the total amount of the coun- 
try’s money will be increased to such an 
extent as the total inflation of the silver 
money would be, Naturally both metal 
doliars, each containing about 50 per cent 
of intrinsic value as compared with every 
other article of value, owing to the plenti- 
fulness caused by this combination or rein- 
statemént of silver, will begin a rapid and 
competitive race as to which of them, be- 
cause of insufficiency of opportunities, can 
reach its actual intrinsic value, through its 
haste to find large interest-bearing employ- 
ment, ahead of the other. Most likely it 
will, by force of* circumstances, be gold, 
and it will not stop its downward course 
until silver, at the ratio of 16 to 1, will be the 
most valuable of the two. 
It ig noticeable that the gold orators 


chinery in the mining of silver, giving this 
as the cause for its declining value, but all 
men know that the same amount of pro- 
gress and improvements have been made in 
the mining of gold, although these orators 
are conspicuously silent on this or any 
other point tending to show that their 
praised and exalted gold dollar is to-day the 
only legally existing one and that its con- 
tents are at least 50 per cent wind. But as 
long as, and while the people can be hood- 
winked by false arguments and persuaded 
to believe that the present conditions are 
the best attainable for their welfare, the 
single gold standard will continue to still 
further increase the quantity of wind con- 
tained in their dollar to the detriment of 
every other existing thing to be rated or 
paid for by it. 

It is certainly not a natural state of af- 
fairs, where it becomes necessary for the 
continuation or resumption of business, to 
maintain by law a conspicuous prefer- 
ence for any one article, even though it be 
gold; for thereby those of the people, 
whethér in this or in European countries, 
who handle such favored article become 
a certain and legalized trust, and being 
thus by this legal preferment elevated and 


put out of reach of the action of the most 


forcible of all natural laws—that of supply 
and demand—giving it, owing to the in- 
sufficient quantity of the yellow metal to 
fill all wants of the world, the power to in- 
crease the artificial portion of the dollar 
at their pleasure, and use it like a thumb- 
screw which with every additional turn 
will press a little harder, to require more 
and more of the world’s goods as its 
equivalent, until it will become impossible 
to even satisfy the interest charges, the 
owners of gold thus becoming the pos- 
sessors of all and everything, resulting in a 
few nabobs and an army of serfs. 

It is not equitable, but damnable, to call 
such an honest dollar or honest monetary 
system. It is class legislation in its broad- 
est sense and not one bit worse than it 
would be to openly legalize trusts of all 
kinds—a trust being nothing else than that 
a few business corporations or individuals 
by combining put their business outside of 
the price regulating influence of the uni- 
versal law of supply and demand, the same 
privilege sought to be perpetuated for the 
gold metal by making it the only money 
metal of the country. As a matter of fact 
the modern system of trusts and the single 
gold standard are twin sisters, both over- 
grown, unnatural, depressing, all-absorb- 
ing and insatiable in their demands, to the 
detriment if not absolute ruin of every- 
body and everything for their own great- 
ness. 

The only way to counteract such greed 
and its dire result is to re-establish sliver 
as the running mate or side partner to gold 
and thereby create a healthy competition 
between the two money metals. It is safe 
to assert and predict that the effect of its 
re-establishment with legal tender qualities 
will be the most beneficial to all business 
interests as well as to the millions of toiling 
members of the human family. It is, there- 
fore, the duty of every citizen who has the 
future welfare of this, our country, at 
heart and who will help to save the coming 
generation from impending serfdom to cast 
his vote on the 3d of November for the side 
that is in favor of the unlimited coinage of 
both gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
and its able exponent, W. J. Bryan, and 
thereby the establishment of the true sound 
money.

It was rather too early for the usual 
crowds at Union Station when Gen. John

It seems to have caused our Se- 
dalia friends no small amount of trouble. 
Senator Yeater followed Gov. Stone to St. 
Louis, and in an interview sought to have 
him modify his previous statement. The 
Governor really confirmed and emphasized 
bers he was reported to have previously 
said. , 

J read, as printed in the Sedalia Demo- 
crat, the language of Gov. Stone in this 
last interview: ‘Now, the securities filed 
with the Governor could not indemnify the 
State against any loss it might incur. My 
view is that the State would suffer no loss 
if the requirements of the proposed amend- 
ment were fully complied with. It seems 
to me that the only interest to be guarded 
against was the expense to which the State 
might be subjected by reason of the re- 
moval of the capitol, and that expense I 
estimate to not exceed $5,000. The security 
put up by the people of Sedalia would in- 
demnify the State against any expense; but 
beyond that I was unable to see what sub- 
stantial interest the State had in any bonds 
which might be deposited with the Gov- 
ernor.’ 

„Thus we see that Gov. Stone fully and 
unequivocally reiterated the former opinion 
attributed to him, that the bond is worth- 
less to the State, except in the limited sense 
of only $5,000. 

“These statements of the Governor have 
been followed by an opinion of the Attor- 
ney General, the law officer of the State, 
who expressly holds that the bond of $615,- 
000 given by Sedalia, not only is worthless 
as a protection to the State, but that it is 
null and void because executed in violation 
of the Constitution of the State. 

I might add here that Judge Black, late 
Chief Justices of the Supreme Court, and 
whose name in this State is a synonym for 
legal learning, in an opinion given to the 
Governor, at the Governor’s request, and a 
copy of which I have in my possession, 
also expressed the opinion that the State

“Senator Yeater and other Sedalia adyo- 
cates seek to avoid the force of these 
heavy blows by calling attention to the fact 
that the amendment is a conditional one,

Mr. Gorman’s 
idea was the illustration of the four great 
civH revolutions that have taken place in the 
history of the country. 

Washington's picture occupies a place of 
honor at the top. 

Then in historical order come pictures of 
Jefferson, Jackson and Lincoln, and last of 
ali. splendidly executed portraits of Bryan 
and Sewall, the people's champions in the 
fourth conflict between the masses and the 
classes. The entire front of the building 
is tastefully draped in the national colors, 
and flags float from every point of vantage. 

Mr. Gorman decorated the Auditorium for 
the Republican and Populist convention, and 
for the Knights of Father Mathew gather- 
ing and the Street Railway convention. 

Music Hall was also decorated for the 
Silver Convention under his direction. 

Hundreds of other downtown buildings are 
literally covered with flags and streamers. 

Flags of all sizes and of every material, 
from the cheapest to the most costly, flutter 
gayly on the frontsof homes in the residence 
districts. 

Window casements are framed in the na- 
tional colors. Entresols of stately man- 
sions in the West End are elaborately deco- 
rated. Massive pillars are entwined with 
the national colors. 

The colors float from improvised flagstaffs 
on well kept law ns.

„A downward tendency, interrupted to be 
sure, will be given to all values save one— 
gold—which being insufficient for the com- 
mercial requirements of the-world, its pos- 
session will constitute the absorbing energy 
and desire of all mankind. 

“Commerce will be restricted by the Um- 
itation of gold, and confined to the few who 
are fortunate enough to sess it. Then it 
will be discerned that the beneficent influ- 
ence of our institutions of freedom and inde- 
pendence, which are intended to secure 
equal and exact justice to all, will have be- 
come perverted in their purpose, and that 
too by no standing army, but by the insinu- 
acne wiles of organized greed. 

“This very day millions of Americans. 

stand ready to assist in the accomplishment 
of that which will be the most horrible curse | 
that could befall them and their generation. 
Such is the persuasive influence of money in 
accomplishing deception and making the 
wrong appear the right. 
„Will the free coinage of silver give us a 
53-cent dollar?

If you are supplied 
with an abundance of money you can pro- 
mote trade by spending it; if you haven't 
any you can’t buy anything and thus you 
cannot aid the merchant in getting rid of 
his stock of goods at a profit.

“The banks and moneyed institutions 
have, through want of confidence, drawn in 
the supply of money and the people haven't 
sufficient with which to do business: And 
right here I should say that the smaller the 
amount of money there is in the country the 

eater the distrust, and the more frequent- 

the want of confidence will show itself. 
The man who is known to have plenty of 
money is not the subject of a want of con- 
fidence on the part of creditors, but the one 
who hasn't any 1s. the real cure for 
this recurring disease is more money, not 
less. Faith or confidence is a good thing 
when there is not much the matter with a: 
patient, but when an artery is severed, and 
the life-blood is being rapidly lost, faith 
isn’t worth a cent, in comparison with the 
surgeon who stops the loss of the life-blood, 
and money here typifies the life-biood. 

“The second office of money is that of a 
measure of values. To be a just measure 
of values, it must be uniform, and like the 
honest bushel measure, have the same ca- 
pacity to-day, to-morrow and all time.
